A monument at Quincy, 
Illinois, represents Clark 
as a colonel of Virginia 
militia.

In art, archi- 
tecture, sculpture and religion, the 
people of this little peninsula 
created styles that even today 
have an influence upon us all! 





Atlas and Hercules 


Greece was able to develop a 
more natural art than Egypt, be- 
cause more materials were known 
then, and used. Egypt almost 
wholly used stone; Greece had sev- 
eral substances, most of them more 
pliable. In the first stage paint- 
ing was the foremost of Greek 
art; and while Greek painting may 
have excelled any that we know 
today, the color has faded lament- 
ably. Greece became famous in 
very early times for her true re- 
presentation of the human figure. 


. There was usually nothing stilted 


about these, as was the case with 
Egypt. Many figures were painted 
upon vases, and they were gener- 
ally either lightly clothed or in the 
nude. Statues made by such sculp- 
tors as Myron—he fashioned the 
‘Discobulus’ which is preserved at 
Rome—prove the humanness of 
figures made in those days. There 
were natural bents in them, we 
might say. Statues like that of 
Hermes by Praxitiles, reproduced 
upon postage stamps, are works 
of immortal art. Postage stamps 
of Greece, Crete, and a few other 
countries, show us some of this 
Grecian art. 

In architecture Greece developed 
three distinct styles. These are 
known as Doric, Ionic and Corin- 
thian. They are shown on other 
postage stamps too. Greece built 
the Acropolis and upon it the 
Parthenon, one of the most beau- 
tiful buildings ever erected, and 
one that has been copied-after in- 


numerable times. Sparta never 
developed so artistically; art was 
left for the Athenians. And the 


Athenians excelled. 

The Parthenon presents. the 
Doric style, as the Erechtheum 
does the Ionic; the Corinthian is 
simply a development of the Ionic, 


shown in the monument of Lysi- 
crates. On Greek postage stamps 
we find the Acropolis showing the 
stadium; and _ postage stamps 
showing the Acropolis and the 
great Parthenon. From stamps we 
may then form a very pretty out- 
line of art and architecture. 

The Athenians and the other 
Grecian peoples of the other city- 
states of Greece, developed a re- 
ligious mythology that is perhaps 
one of the most symbolical that 
the world has ever known. ‘Greek 
Mythology’ we call it today; with 
its array of male and female dei- 
ties, and human figures to repre- 
sent the elements and the uni- 
verse. 

Neptune was monarch of the 
seas; Zeus the king of gods; Venus 
the queen of Beauty, Mercury the 
messenger of the gods; Pan the 
mischief making god, and many 
others, are detailed in the same 
manner we might write fiction. 
Most of these heroic deities have 
been used as subjects for postage 
stamps. Mercury is a favorite, on 
Greek, Crete, Austrian and other 
postage stamps. The Righteous 
King Minos, Diana, Pan, Atlas and 
Hercules, Ariadne, Europa and 
Jupiter, Triton, are some of those 
mythological beings who are por- 
trayed by stamps. The array is 
fascinating, and may guide us 
rather completely into a study, a 


pictoral study, of Greek myth- 
ology! 

The beauty of Greek stamps 
cannot be denied, and each one 


has its own fascinating story if 
we only dig it out!

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ABSURD ATTITUDE OF STAMP 
AND COIN FIRM TOWARD 
COOK SESQUI STAMPS 


Editor The Advertiser: 

Your front page notice re the 
Studebaker Watch company, and 
their ‘Notice to customers in for- 
eign countries,” in yesterday’s Ad- 
vertiser registered with me, all 
right, for just last week I received 
a letter from a correspondent ad- 
dressed to “Ft Kamehameha, Hon- 
olulu, T. H., Philippine Islands.” 

How famed this fair land that 
has been a Territory of the United 
States of America since 1898 and 
has used only United States post- 


age stamps since 1900! 
Speaking of postage stamps 


leads to another situation of in- 
terest which was brought to my 
attention some time ago. 

Last August the United States 
postoffice department issued two 
commemorative postage stamps in 
honor of the Cook sesqui-centen- 
nial celebration in Hawaii. As you 


know, the stamps were of the 
current United States series, 2c 


and 5c denomination, surcharged 
“HA WAII—1778-1928”. 

Officially these stamps were sold 
at the Philatelic stamp agency of 
the U. S. Postal department at 
Washington, and at postoffices in 
Hawaii. Owing to the greatly re- 
stricted issue (6,000,000 of the 2c, 
and 1,000,000 of the 5c) none of 
these stamps were sent to post- 
offices on the mainland, but the 
stamps were available for postal 
use at any United States post- 
office. 

Now come the Scott Stamp & 
Coin company, of New York, pub- 
lishers of the “Standard Postage 
Stamp Catalogue,” and gravely an- 
nounce in their Monthly Journal 
(which carries as a frontispiece a 
map of the world, but not show- 
ing the Hawaiian Islands), and in 
letters addressed to local philatel- 
ists, that they cannot agree that 
the stamps referred to should be 
listed as an issue made in and for 
the United States, and the two 
stamps therefore, will be listed 
under Hawaii. 

I am in a quandry as to wheth- 
er this is a distinction without a 
difference, or vice versa. 

The absurdity of the situation is 
amplified when, turning to the 
Hawaii (1851-1899) section of the 
“Standard Postage Stamp Cata- 
logue”, as published almost an- 


nually since 1900, we find the 
printed notice: “The stamps of 
Hawaii have been replaced by 


those of the United States.”

CURIOUS CHINESE STAMPS 


The forees of Sun Yat Sen in 
1912 overthrew the empirical Man- 


chu dynasty in China. But the re- 
public was not destined to bring 
more permanent union, and rapid- 


ly fell apart. Between the Manchu 
days and the republican chaos un- 
til 1928, local postal systems were 
mainly responsible for the delivery 
of mail in many sections of this 
distracted country. 

Either in the absence of a na- 
tional postal system, or when such 
a system has not been fully and 
completely extended and organ- 
ized, local postmasters often have 
originated their own services to fa- 
cilitate the delivery of letters on 
their hands. 

The Spanish had a local system 
in Madrid in 1858; many American 
cities have in the past enjoyed sim- 
ilar service; there were inter-island 
stamps for Hawaii, too; and in 
China, Shanghai, Canton, and Han- 
kow, among other cities, possessed 
such local post offices. The Eng- 
lish supervised that of Shanghai, 
the French that of Canton; and 
Hankow had a peculiarly local and 
individual post office all its own. 
Its postal stamps are unique—and 

adopt the term “postal stamps” 
to differentiate from the postage 
stamps which governments official- 
ly and nationally issue. Some of 
these Chinese Hankow: local postal 
stamps were prettily designed. A 
twenty cents value shows us a 
Chinese temple of worship; a two 
cents value shows us a native wa- 
ter carrier. The stamps are in 
both English and Chinese wording, 
the Chinese characters appearing 
on left and right and the English 
lettering at the top and bottom. 


Colonel J. M. T. Partello now 
of San Francisco, has checked in 
on our subscription list and speaks 
very highly of his interest in this 
newest of weekly stamp papers.

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Lindbergh Canal Zone Flight 


Due to the fact that Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh piloted the 
plane on the first flight of Foreign 


Air Mail Route Number 5, collec- 
tors of air mail covers took par- 
ticular pride in having letters 


aboard his plane and the load both 
ways was quite a large one. We 
see one report which states that 
the return load from Cristobal was 
fully 100,000 letters. 

The flight is now a matter of 
history and with the characteristic 
Lindbergh pluck and luck it was 
a successful and satisfactory flight 
from every angle. 

The flight was originally sched- 
uled for January 11. At this date 
it was not planned that Lind- 
bergh would fly the first trip. Due 
to reasons unknown to us the flight 
was postponed until February 4, 
and at the same time the an- 
nouncement was made that the 
famous flyer would pilot the plane. 
This no doubt added greatly to the 
volume of mail that was carried 
and gave collectors further oppor- 
tunity to get covers to Miami for 
the flight. 

At this time we have seen sev- 

eral covers that went down and 
many that came back. A descrip- 
tion of any one of them will cover 
all of them as they seem to have 
borne the same treatment in all 
cases and all that we have seen 
are nicely cacheted and properly 
postmarked. The covers on the 
down trip from Miami are post- 
marked at Miami, February 4, 5 
A. M. with a machine cancellation 
that has as a part of the cancel- 
lation device a picture of an air- 
plane. The cachet is in black, two 
inches square and bears a picture 
of Culebra Cut, a vessel is shown 
in the Canal with an aeroplane 
flying above. In the lower left 
corner and across the bottom of 
the picture are the words, tae 
Flight Air Mail, International, 
A. M. 5, Miami-Canal Zone. The 
covers arrived at Cristobal, Canal 
Zone, on February 6, and are back- 
stamped at 4:30 p.m. Postage on 
the covers to Cristobal was 27 
cents each. 2c being the regular 
government postage fee for ordi- 
nary mail and 25c being the air 
mail fee. 

Mail from Cristobal is cancelled 
February 10, 5 a. m. and bears a 
Miami backstamp of February 13, 
12 noon. This mail reeached Co- 








lumbus and was in our office on 
Friday the 15th, February. Truly 
a remarkable tribute to the air mail 
service of this day. Our covers 
all came back with a 2c stamp 
bearing a portrait of General 
Goethals also the same stamp sur- 
charged “AIR MAIL” at top with 
“25 CENTS 25” at bottom, in 
blue ink. Making the 27e¢ rate for 
the trip. The cachet is an upright 
oblong with a double lined frame, 
the picture is very similar to the 
cachet used on the covers on the 
down trip, in facet so similar that 
we would believe that both cachets 
were made from the same design. 
The picture shows Culebra Cut 
with a vessel in the canal, above 
is an airplane, at top are the 
words “Air Mail—First Flight” at 
bottom “Canal Zone—U. S. A.” 
This cachet is in blue ink. Out of 
a number of covers that we have 
seen and have heard reports on, 
all seem to have clean clear can- 
cellations and are neatly cacheted. 

In addition to the ordinary cov- 
ers that we received there was al- 
so a registered cover which bears 
a pair of 25¢c air mail surcharges 
of Canal Zone and a single copy 
of the 17¢ Wilson with Canal Zone 
surcharge. This cover has a light 
smudge cancellation on the stamps, 
bears the registered number and 
stamping on the front, on the back 
is the Registered backstamp from 
Cristobal also Miami, Florida of 
February 13, Atlanta, Ga., of Feb- 
ruary 14, and Columbus, Ohio, of 
February 16, on which date it was 
delivered. This is indeed a very 
interesting and attractive cover. 
Canal Zone Air Mail Stamped 
Envelope 


Along with covers from Cristo- 
bal on the first flight from that 


city to Miami, Florida, comes a 
letter from Mr. H. Leonard of Bal- 
boa, Canal Zone. Mr. Leonard 


states that he had been wanting 
to send along a subscription to 
the News for some time but that 
he had put it off in the hopes of 
being able to kill two birds with 
one stone by sending his subscrip- 
tion and sending a first flight cov- 
er at the same time. 

The cover at hand is in the na- 
ture of a surprise and follows fast 
on the issue of the Air Mail 
Stamped Envelope of the United 
States. The cover is one of the 
regular stamped envelopes of Ca- 
nal Zone and bears across its face 
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CAM 19, New Vek Atlanta

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the blue and red stripe of the 
air mail envelope and an inscrip- 
tion in the lower corner as found 
on air mail envelopes of this class. 
This then becomes an_ official 
stamped air mail envelope and fol- 
lows those issued by the United 
States with much promptness. In 
fact, we will be interested to know 
just when these envelopes were 
first put on sale in the Canal Zone. 
Can it be possible that they pre- 
ceded those of the United States? 
This cover bears a Balboa cancel- 
lation on February 7, bears a Cris- 
tobal backstamp of February 10, 
and the Miami backstamp of Feb- 
ruary 13. This is of course much 
more rare than the covers bearing 
adhesive stamps and will of course 
have to carry a separate listing in 
the catalogs. 

Louisville Air Mail Day 

Wednesday, February 13, was 
celebrated at Louisville, Kentucky, 
as Air Mail Day. A special cachet 
was applied to mail from Louis- 
ville on this day and we are glad 
to have a cover from Mr. W. H. 
Sedgewick of Louisville. Mr. 
Sedgewick advises us that the 
cachet is unofficial and was sup- 
plied by Mr. Joseph W. Sabin of 
Continental Air Lines. 

Over 1800 pounds of letters and 
parcels were carried from Louis- 
ville on the northbound flight 
through Cincinnati, Dayton, Co- 
lumbus, Akron and thence to 
Cleveland. This is about three 
times as much as the usual daily 
load. Seven planes left Bowman 
field at Louisville. They got as 
far as Cincinnati where they en- 
countered impossible flying weath- 
er and the mail was transferred to 
trains at this point. 

The -cachet is stamped in red, 
is a horizontal oblong with corners 
clipped and bears the inscription 
“Louisville Air Mail Ds ‘eb. 
3th, 1929 — Louisville — Today — 
The center of American Markets— 
Tomorrow—The Crossways of the 
Air.” 

Madison, Wisconsin

Linceln’s 120th Birthday

The picture shows a 
monument to Lincoln, the inscrip- 
tion being “120th Anniversary 
Lincoln’s Birth—Lincoln’s Monu- 
ment, Springfield, Illinois. The 
occasion for the use of this cachet 
was Lincoln’s Birthday, February 
12th.

Then find 
all the stamps that you can, and 
you might put them in your geog- 
raphy with hinges (or have a sep- 
arate notebook for them and tell 
under each what they represent). 

You study your geography by 
continents. You study its rivers, 
its topography, its mountains and 
plateaus. In Japan there is that 
famous mountain Fujiyama; well, 
that very same mountain appears 
on a Japanese postage stamp! The 
teacher says something about the 
Pyrenees mountains, between 
France and Spain. Andorra, al- 
most an unknown republic in those 
mountains, has made plans for its 
first postage stamps and_ these 
show scenes, mountains, valleys. 
Going to South Africa, you are 
told of how the natives live, how 
they build houses and of the trees 
there. Union of South Africa 
stamps show native huts, trees and 
undergrowth and natives. 

There are also many map 
stamps. A Canadian stamp, issued 
in 1898, shows you a map of the 
world, with the British colonies in 
red. A Japanese six-sen value 
gives you another map of the 
world. Many stamps have maps 
of their own country, or parts of 
their own — Liberia re- 
cently issued a series, and one of 
them shows the whole continent of 
Africa with the republlic of Li- 
beria shaded. Uruguay, Turkey, 
Venezuela and others have stamps 
with a map of their own country. 

In geography you also study the 
animals and life of the whole 
world. In stamps you may find 
a very attractive number of ani- 
mal stamps. Liberia, North Bor- 
neo, Brunei, Nyassa, Australia and 
several other nationas have issued 
stamps showing the animals in 
their areas. You will find giraffes, 
hippopotamuses, rhinos, anteaters, 
swans, kangaroos, ptarmigans, 
doves, snakes, and almost every 
sort of creature that walks the 





earth today! Can you beat that 
for a menagerie? 

And so I say that stamps will 
help to make your geography of 
much more interest to you, if you 
tie the two up together. Why not? 
A trip around the world right in 
your own album is possible, if you 
arrange your stamps accordingly. 
There is no way more interesting 
than traveling all over with your 
collection.

HE BEAT NAPOLEON! 

Napoleon Bonaparte, the great 
French emperor, decided to build 
up a great American-French Em- 
pire in Louisiana. Louisiana then 
stretched from New Orleans up 
the Mississippi to the Canadian 
berder, and an empire of the 
French there would have’ been 
dangerous. 

Napoleon got together 10,000 of 
his crack troops, and sent them to 
the West Indies, the first stop. 
Then they were to go to New Or- 
leans and await the moment for 
the creation of the empire. They 
came to the isle of San Domingo, 
one part of which is Haiti. The 
Haitians didn’t like the idea, and 
a war came about. And strangely 
enough the negro troops defeated 
Napoleon’s crack regiments! 

The man who made the victory 
is called Toussant Il’ Overture, and 
you will find his picture on a Hai- 
ti stamp of 1904, the commemo- 
rative issue. “L’ Overture” ranks 
as a great man.

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PERFORATION QUESTION 
SETTLED 


The publishers of this paper are 
highly gratified to know that the 
paper is being read by those who 
receive it. We feel certain from 
the many letters we have received 
over the Perforation Question that 
advertisers who are making their 
copy interesting and attractive are 
getting satisfactory returns. 

We can not attempt, neither 
would it serve any useful purpose 
to print the claims of the cham- 
pions of the different brands of 
perforation gauges which they 
possess. It is evident however 
that the different opinions of our 
readers are based on their meas- 
urements with their gauges and 
it is as plainly apparent that some 
of these perforation gauges are 
inaccurate and need to be junked 
at once, for the sake of accuracy 
and in order that they may more 
nearly agree with the perforation 
figures as given in the Standard 
Catalog. 

Perhaps quoting a letter from 
Mr. H. M. Southgate of Chevy 
Chase, Md., will be the best way 
to settle the argument as Mr. 
Southgate has literally figured the 
perforation question right down to 
the “cats whisker” and his con- 
clusions are backed up with facts 
and figures that ought to please 
everyone. 

“As apparently some collectors 
want accuracy in the specification 
of the perforations of our current 
series of rotary press stamps why 
not let them have it. 

The Bureau has advised that on 
the 400 subject ordinaries and the 
170 subject coils the perforating 
bars and wheels have pins spaced 
as follows: 

CROSSWISE 
100 subject 0.07 inch center 
170 subject 0.08 inch center 


LENGTHWISE 


400 subject, 0.07520436 inch center 
170 subject, 0.075075 inch center 


Our perforation standard is 
based on the number of holes in 
20 mm. Figured out, this gives 
approximately: 

400 subject 
our 11x10% 

170 subject 9.84x 10.49 for our 
10x10. 

The pins for crosswise perfora- 
tions are set in a bar fitting into 
a 170 hole wheel. 

The pins for the lengthwise per- 
forations set in a wheel 4.0695 
inches in diameter. 

It is therefor evident that the 
current stamps listed by Scott as 
11x10% are to be exact, 11%x 
10.47. Shrinkage from printing 
and soaking would no doubt make 
them gauge nearer 11x10% than 
11%x10% as is claimed by some 
parties.
